LOCKJAW o r tetanus is o ne o f 
the mo st dreaded 
o f all diseases 
and justly so . It pro duces such 
sy mpto ms as high fever, nervo us 
ex citement, muscular spasm, co n­ 
vulsio n and, o ften, death. 
Our grandmo thers believed that 
it resulted fro m stepping o n rusty 
nails, but we kno w to day that rust 
has no thing to do with it. As a 
matter o f fact, it is caused by a 
germ called the tetanus 
bacillus, 
which lives in so il; hence, nails 
that have been ly ing aro und o n the 
gro und lo ng eno ugh 
to beco me 
rusty are quite likely to have 
picked up a deadly do se o f this 
so il-inhabiting germ. War wo unds 
are especially likely to beco me 
in­ 
fected with it, as are tho se caused 
by fire-craekers. 
The Best Pro tectio n 
So far, o ur best 
pro tectio n 
against lo ckjaw is in two sub­ 
stances— tetanus antito x in and 
tetanus to x o id. Bo th are made 
fro m tetanus germ po iso n. To x o id 
is so treated that it will no t harm 
the human bo dy but will stimulate 
the blo o d to set up its o wn defenses 
against the germ in the fo rm o f 
antibo dies. Antito x in is made by 
repeatedly injecting to x in into a 
ho rse. Later o n the ho rse is bled. 
The blo o d serum in the ho rse no w 
co ntains tetanus antito x in. Any ­ 
o ne who has received a wo und 
which co uld po ssibly be co ntami­ 
nated with tetanus germs sho uld 
be given an injectio n o f tetanus 
antito x in into a muscle as so o n as 
po ssible. 
The tetanus to x o id, o n the o ther 
hand, is used lo ng befo re the event 
o f an accident—that is, as a lo ng­ 
term precautio nary measure. To 
be 
effective, 
it 
must be 
used 
mo nths befo re injury . Thus, o ur 


so ldiers are given pro tective sho t* 
o f to x o id, no t o n the eve o f battle, 
but early in their training perio d. 
The same thing sho uld be do ne fo r 
children befo re they sta rt running 
aro und o utdo o rs during the sum­ 
mer.

The Latest Research 
The very latest news fro m the 
research field gives ho pe th at 
so me day we may have a quicker 
and even mo re sure way o f dealing 
with tetanus, so that tho se who de­ 
velo p it can be cured within » few 
day s. 
Just recently , a new chemical, 
pro duced by a germ fo und in ma­ 
nure, has been fo und which will 
neutralize o r destro y the po iso n o f 
the tetanus bacillus. Kno wn as 
clavacin, it must be tried o ut fur­ 
ther befo re its full value can be 
established; in any case, it is no t 
freely available at present. If it 
pro ves o ut, it will give us a do uble- 
barreled gun with which to attack 
the tetanus germ. Fo r penicillin, 
which 
wo rks 
by 
checking 
the 
gro wth o f germs, has already 
pro ved helpful in the treatm ent o f 
tetanus when given in large do ses. 
Still Other Substances

fro m 
o ther germs have also been devel­ 
o ped which give pro mise o f being 
helpful in the treatm ent o f a num­ 
ber o f diseases such as ty pho id 
fever, dy sentery , and cho lera.

LOCKJAW or tetanus is one of 
the most dreaded of all diseases 
and justly so. It produces such 
symptoms as high fever, nervous 
excitement, muscular spasm, con­ 
vulsion and, often, death. 
Our grandmothers believed that 
it resulted from stepping on rusty 
nails, but we know today that rust 
has nothing to do with it. As a 
matter of fact, it is caused by a 
germ called the tetanus bacillus, 
which lives in soil; hence, nails 
that have been lying around on the 
ground long enough to become 
rusty are quite likely to have 
picked up a deadly dose of this 
soil-inhabiting germ. War wounds 
are especially likely to become in­ 
fected with it, as are those caused 
by fire-crackers. 
The Best Protection 
So far, our best protection 
against lockjaw is in two sub­ 
stances — tetanus antitoxin and 
tetanus toxoid. Both are made 
from tetanus germ poison. Toxoid 
is so treated that it will not harm 
the human body but will stimulate 
the blood to set up its own defenses 
against the germ in the form of 
antibodies. Antitoxin is made by 
repeatedly injecting toxin into a 
horse. Later on the horse is bled. 
The blood serum in the horse now 
contains tetanus antitoxin. Any­ 
one who has received a wound 
which could possibly be contami­ 
nated with tetanus germs should 
be given an injection of tetanus 
antitoxin into a muscle as soon as 
possible. 
The tetanus toxoid, on the other 
hand, is used long before the event 
of an accident—that is, as a long­ 
term precautionary measure. To 
be effective, it must be used 
months before injury. Thus, our 


aoldiers are given protective shota 
of toxoid, not on the eve of battle, 
but early in their training period. 
The same thing should be done for 
children before they start running 
around outdoors during the sum­ 
mer. 
* 
The Latest Research 
The very latest news from th* 
research field gives hope that 
some day we may have a quicker 
and even more sure way of dealing 
with tetanus, so that those who de­ 
velop it can be cured within A few 
days. 
Just recently, a new chemical, 
produced by a germ found in ma­ 
nure, has oven found which will 
neutralize or destroy the poison of 
the tetanus bacillus. Known as 
clavacin, it must be tried out fur­ 
ther before its full value can be 
established; in any ease, it is not 
freely available at present. If it 
proves out, it will give us a double- 
barreled gun with which to attack 
the tetanus germ. For penicillin, 
which 
works by checking the 
growth of germs, has already 
proved helpful in the treatment of 
tetanus whqn given in large doses. 
Still Other Subwtsnrea 
Still 
other 
substances 
from 
other germs have also t»een devel­ 
oped which give promise of being 
helpful in the treatment of a num­ 
ber of diseases such as typhoid 
fever, dysentery, and cholera. 
Scientists 
are 
constantly at 
work attempting to find new sub­ 
stances 
which 
will 
check tha 
growth of germs and yet not ba 
harmful to the human body. Some 
germs, it seems, develop resistance 
to penicillin, streptomycin and 
other substances which are at 
present available, but it is hoped 
that some of the newer prepara­ 
tions such as clavacin, may ba 
ready for use in such instance*.
